’Tis hoped the Complaints we have had here for 
fome Time, of Scarcity of Money and Deadaefs of 
Trade, wiltfoon ceafe. Our Merchants begin to 
freight their Ships for the Ports of Spain : So that 
*tis hoped Commerce will be reftored toits former 
fisarifhing State. The great Ship belonging to 
the $.S. Company named the Briffol, has been bu- 
fy all this Week taking in their Lading for Buenos 
Ayres and other Ports of Sp3nifh America; and a 
large Ship, formerly in the service of the Baft In- 
dia Company, is fitting up at Deptford, to be fear 
to Cadix for the Ufe of the Spaniards. ’Tis gene- 
rally believed that we fhall in a few Days hear of 
Orders being given for the Fleet at Spithead to fe- 
parate into their refpective Harbours,c{pecially the 
large Ships. . 

They write from Dover, that notwithQanding 
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the great Care aud Diligence of th’ King’s Officers, 
the smugglers are a$ bufy as ever: Aad the Me- 
thod they ofeis, That afloon as they come to An- 
chor, they fink the Goodsa confiderable Depth in 
Water, by which an eafy Conveyance is made of 
them to the clandeftine Trader. 

There are Letters from Dublin of the oth Inft. 
advifing, that the Evening before, one Captain O” 
Tirrel and 3 other Perfons were apprehended by 
the Weech of St. Andrew’s, in a Ronfe in Lazer’s 
Hill, upon tuformation of their ealifting Men for 
the Pretender, or fome foreign Service, and were 
committed to the Blackdog Prifon. 

We learn from Suflex, that the Harveft there 
has been fo extraordinary plentiful, that the Far 
mersBarns will fcarce contain one Third of the Pro- 
duce of the Field ; and that the Price of Corn of al 
Sorts leffened daily. 

The Prince of Naffau Friefland is expc€ted here 
ina few Weeks.
